With the exception of heifers soli under 14 morths of age, all females are guar- 
anteed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not be served by a heavy 
or old bull. Cows or heifers sold as bred, or safe in calf, not proving to be in 
calf must be reported to the seller within three months after date of sale. Fe- 
males over 14 months of age sold open, not settling within six months after 
date of sale, shall be promptly reported to the seller.
